Snack Bar Now A Reality 


SCHOOL REGISTRATION FOR 1959-60 SCHOOL YEAR 

Once again we are faced with the annual problem of registration of school children. 
We are fortunate this year in that School No. 2 in the new (or North) area has 
been enlarged. A further expansion of this school has been authorized, however this 
expansion will not be completed for some time. 

For purposes of school registration, Griesbach Camp has been divided into two 
areas, the old (or South) area contains all PMQs SOUTH of 146th Avenue, and the 
new (or North) area consists of all PMQs NORTH of 146th Avenue. 

School No. 1 is located in the South area and School No. 2 is located in the North 
area. REGISTRATION WILL BE ON TUESDAY, SEPTEMBER 1st, as follows: 

SCHOOL No. 1 

All pupils from the South area who will be attending Kindergarten to Grade Nine. 
All pupils from the North area who will be attending Grades 7, 8 and9. 
Registration of these pupils will be done between 1000 hours and 1100 hours in 
the gymnasium. 

SCHOOL No. 2 

All pupils from the North area who will be attending Kindergarten to Grade Six. 
Registration of these pupils will be done between 0900 hours and 1000 hours. 
Parents are advised that age limits for kindergarten pupils will be those children 
who are five years of age on or before December 31st, 1959, and for Grade One, child¬ 
ren must be six years of age on or before December 31st, 1959. 


The conversion of buildings A5 and A6 
to a Snack Bar and Lounge has now been 
completed and operation commenced on 
June 27th. 

Under the whip of WOl Lou Jarvis, a 
team of ardent amateur tradesmen swarmed 
throughout the building over the past month 
converting, installing, removing, tearing 
down, building up and inflicting the ave¬ 
rage amount of physical injury to their 
person.

The following are some of the terms of 
operation outlined in the issue of a recent 
directive by Command Headquarters: 


<S> The Snack Bar will be operated en¬ 
tirely by MLS. 

<$> Hours of operation will be — Mon¬ 
day to Friday, 1200 to 2130 hrs. Saturdays, 
Sundays and Holidays, 1000 to 2130 hrs. 

<§> The lounge facilities may be reserved 
for private parties by application to. the 
manager of MLS. 

• Patrons of the Snack Bar will park 
motor vehicles in the parking areas east 
of the fire hall and not on roadways. 

The usual forms of snack repart will be 
available together with various confection¬ 
ery and minor staple items. In this regard 
we refer you to the MLS ad in this issue.

CANADIANS WIN AT B.A-O.R. MEET 

SOEST, Germany. — Two Canadian 
soldiers brought home silver and bronze 
plaques for placing first and second in 
events of the British Army of the Rhine 
track and field competitions in Berlin. Rifle¬ 
man Allan Turner, of La Tuque, Que., won 
the silver plaque for defeating all comers 
in the pole vault- Guardsman Ray Bar- 
ronette, of Sudbury, Ont., placed second 
in the javelin throw. These two soldiers, 
members of 2nd Battalion, Queen's Own 
Rifles of Canada, and 2nd Battalion, Can¬ 
adian Guards, are the only Canadians who 
may be selected to go to the British Army 
Chompionships in England later this month. 

In the two-day Berlin meeting last week, 
148 athletes competed for places on the 
team which is to meet the best athletes 
from other British Army stations. 

The sports meet, which was held in the 
area of Berlin's Olympic Stadium (built by 
Hitler for the 1936 world Olympics) was 
in itself a prize for the soldiers of 4th Can¬ 
adian Infantry Brigade Group. The envi¬ 
able reward for participation was the 
chance to travel freely in the western sec¬ 
tors of the city and take a guided tour 
through the Russian-held sector- Other 
Canadians stationed on NATO duty in 
Europe, their dependents, and government 
sponsored employees, are not allowed to 
visit Berlin either in uniform or civilian

Their three weeks of range work and 
manoeuvres started this week with a 1,000 
vehicle move from their nine base camps 
some 50 miles away. During their time 
under canvas in the pine woods and sandy 
scrub, the brigade force will carry out 
a series of company-sized tactical opera¬ 
tions with infantry working closely with 
armour and artillery. 

Getting a workout are new drills for 
making the foot-sloggers mobile in their 
new three-quarter ton trucks which have 
proved effective personnel carriers. An. 
other new feature of the training is range 
work with the heavy-barrel FN, replacing 
the Bren gun.

CADET CAMP 

Her Majesty the Queen and Prince Philip 
will chat with their youngest Canadian 
"troops" when they visit the National Cadet 
Camp at Banff, Alberta, on July 10th. 

The top 235 Royal Canadian Army Cad¬ 
ets have been selected from the five Army 
Commands across Canada to attend the 
special camp near Cascade Mountain in 
Banff National Park from July 5th to 25th. 

The three weeks in camp will cover 
general military training, with plenty of 
sports and sightseeing trips included. 

Highlight of the camp will be the visit 
of Her Majesty and Prince Philip who will 
pay a short visit and mingle informally 
with the boys. Prince Philip is Colonel-in- 
Chief of the Royal Canadian Army Cadets, 

The largest number of master and first 
class cadets will be from Central Command 
with 105; then Quebec Command 64; Prairie 
Command 28, including 14 pipers and drum¬ 
mers; Eastern Command 20; and Western 
Command 18. 

Cadets from Eastern, Quebec and Central 
Commands will be flown to Calgary by 
RCAF transport planes from Dorval air¬ 
port, Montreal, and Downsview airport, 
Toronto, and return. 

Present active strength of the Royal Can¬ 
adian Army Cadets is 66,524, in 524 school 
and non-school corps. 

Commanding the National Cadet Camp 
is Lt.-Col. F. N. Pope, Vancouver and Ot¬ 
tawa, of Princess Patricia's Canadian Light 


Lower, Accident Rate 

Soest, Germany. — Canadian soldiers 
serving here with the 4th Canadian In¬ 
fantry Brigade Group cut their accident 
rate to an all time low of one and one- 
tenth accidents for each 100,000 miles dur¬ 
ing April, and they hope to reduce it even 
further. 

Figures compiled for the month show 
that the record is based on the operations 
of some 1,000 vehicles over a total distance 
of 825,000 miles of narrow, twisting roads 
in the Ruhr Valley. During the month troops 
were involved in only 23 accidents, most 
of them minor. 

Brigade safety officers credit the reduc¬ 
tion in accidents to a system of "periodic 
awards for good driving, constant pressure 
by commanding officers, and behind-the- 
wheel education of drivers." 

Ten units of the brigade had an accident- 
free month. Drivers of 3rd Battalion, Royal 
22e Regiment, covered 89,000 safe miles.
